Are there any Gentlemen 
of Reaſon and Honour, able to dete& the malignant Diſeaſe, and 
apply the Sovereign Remedy? - 
' _ But, the Day the moſt important Article of the Union was to be 
debared, a Petition of our Apothecaries was read for Permiſlion to 
Practiſe Phyfſick and Surgery. [ had the Honour to be commanded to 
deliver the Reaſons of our Refuſal; That we are oblig'd to protect the 
Phyficians and Surgeons Propertics, as we muſt defend our own E- 
Fares, and Titles, and Privileges: that, if we betray the moſt learned 
and uſeful Profeſſions, we ſhall by the Example deſtroy the Law and 
the Church; and in the Conſequence, our Univerſities muſt be a- 
bandon'd. and the Eſteem and Purſuit of Learning extinguiſh'd ; that 
the Libertinage will encourage their Trade to increaſe prodigiouſly, 
and at laſt, ſtarve one another; that Millions of Native and Foreign 
Empiricks will break in on their Employment, and complete its De- 
Atruction. . | 

Strange! (my United Sowuth-Britains) the Hour of my Arrival to the 
Britiſh Parliament preſented me the Accompliſhment of our Prediction, 
My Kinſman, who had invited me to his Houſe, obſerv'd my Diſorder 
from the Fartigues of the tedious Journey, withdrew, and brought his 
Apothecary. This good old Gentleman, he ſaid, has advis'd our Fa- 
mily theſe Fifty Years, he has more Patients and Experience than ten 
Phyficians and Surgeons in our Neighbourhood : Treats rhem from 
the Beginnings of all Diſeaſes; "They are call'd in only in the moſt 
Dangerous near their End. I preſented him a Fee, as 15 our Cuſtom 
to our Lawyers and Phyſictans. He perſiſted refuſing to touch it. I 
declar'd moſt ſolemnly, I never will, while I live, be advis'd, when 
the Numbers and Prices of all the Medicines ſhall only pay the Reward ; 
when 1ſaw, paſting your Streets, eight or ten Shops in every one, and 
the Prentices prattling and playing z no Preparation making, not a Re- 
medy compounded , they are more numerous than the Sick. . 

I was ſurpriz'd. when the good old Gentleman. embrac'd me with 
the greateſt Afﬀection., when he wept for Joy, that he liv'd to ſee one of 
my Quality endow'd with Wiſdom to preſerve my Life, aad the gene- 
rous pu>lick Spirit, to aſſert the Safety of the Royal Family, Nobility, 
Gentr and People. *Tis only our taking no Fee, ſeeming to. adviſe 
for Nothing, gives us the abſolute Power in the Houſes of the Nobi-

lity and Gentry, and makes us able to invade and oppreſs our Phyfick 
and Surgery. It is in our Power, (as you moſt wiſely foreſaw) to pay 
our ſelves two or three Guincas a Day in the Wealthy, and one in. 
the ordinary Houſes, above the real Values of the Remedies, to conti- 
nue it uninterrupted to the Recovery, and vaſtly above the Fees of 
the Phyſicians and Surgeons, who are call'd in late in the deplo- 
rable Caſes, have their ten Shillings only every other Viſit; when the 
Life is imagin'd in leſs Danger, they muſt often attend without any 
Reward to prevent the Relaple, to ſecure the Recovery. | 

My Gear Unired Zrirutns, I cannot expreſs my Grief and Confuſion, 

My firſt Reflection painted to me almoſt all the Phyticians and Sur- 
ons, treacherous to the Sick, and ignorant of all Diſeaſes, and: the 
juſt Uſes of the Medicines. I importun'd my good Apothecary, who L 
erceiv'd, defir'd the Redreſs of thefe rerri>le Grievances, to report the 
Diſeaſe and the f>ecifick Remedy. My Servant attended to take our 
Diſcourſe, ro be publith'd in a Sheet, as the Szrmons, the cheap Antt= 
dote and Preſervative of all the Inhabitants of the [land. 

N. 8, I have heard, that (Ann. 1535.) the College reported the moſt 
weighty Afﬀair to our molt religious and learned K, C.;les I, 1n Coun- 
cil, all the. Judges commanded to attend. The Attorney-General was 
directed to revoke your Charter ; your Shops were to be adjuſted to the 
Proportion of the City, The Rebellion prevented the Regulation, 
Your Phyſicians after che Reſtoration, publih'd many Learned Dif- 
courſes on the Subject, they and the Surgeons have often addreſs'd, not 
for Prefermenrs and Penſions, but the Cure of the Vileneſs and Deft= 
ciencies of the Arts for the publick Service. 

S$. B, Our Advice and moft diligent Attendance of all the Sick in 
the Families of the Nobility and Genrry, being paid by our Bills, of as 
many Doſes as we pleaſe, and at our own Rares, greatly exceed the 
Sums they are able, or willing to expend, to preſerve their Health 
and Life. The Phy ficians Fee, (we will ſuppoſe the Surgeons are in all 
Points equally concern'd) is, when tuperadded to our Load, the moſt 
intolerable Burden. It's our Intereſt ro ſuggeſt the largeſt Fees, larger 
than they defire, ro make them odious ro the People. This makes them, 
dread the Phyficians, 'ti!! the Pains and the. Dangers are mott violent, 
Then they requeſt ns to chooſe a Doctor for them. We will prefer none, 
but we can contide 1n, who ſhall juſtifie and commend all we have 
done, who Mall patiently bear the Scandal of the D-ath : He is abdi- 
cated for ever, wc advances another on the next Occaſion ;, we are never 
rurn'd off. but by one of our Prenrices ſetting up the next Houſe, and 
prevailing oa the Stewards and Nurſes, 

N. B. Then farewel all the fincere and learned Practice of Phyſick 
and Surgery, The ambitious or hungry Sollicitors of your Favour ſhall 
explode the Endeavours of the moſt generous Patriots of their Country 
to preſerve the Royal Family, the Nobility, &c. and your Trade as 
well as their own Profeſions. Why arz you on the ſudden pale and

Part of th Diſpenſarians have been forc'd for Bread to revolt to us. 

N.B. The imminent Danger of the Invaſion will unite us, will rouſe 
©1r Vigilance and Courage, when we r-flect, that we muſt die in all 
the moit ſafe-and ſecure Diſeates, without Hope of Relief in the moſt 
intricate and ſevere. 

S$.B. All the Profeſſions and Arts, the Serious and the Amuſing muſt 
be fed and led by the Hand 1n their Infancy, will confpire in thezr Evi- 
dence, and afiſt us to make the ſureſt Judgment in the Cauſe. A 
young Gentleman buys a Commiſſion, he muſt be inftruQecd by the Of- 
ficers, or learn from their Footmen and the Sutlers. The Profeſſor; 
- in the Univerſities do not inform the Students, what Authors 
give the moſt certain Obſcrvations of Human Nature, of the infi- 
nite Diſeaſes,which are expell'd by Nature alone, of the various Medicines 
and the Seaſons of applying them. The Phyſicians of many Years Ex- 
perience, with a Generofity almoſt peculiar to the Profeiſion, were the 
moſt candid Patrons of tne young Practicers. The young Arrogants 
now raiſe themſelves by inſulting their improv'd Learning, their Ob- 
ſervations of the Happy. or ill Succeſs of the various Methods and 
Medicines in all kinds of Diſeaſes. But they muſt have one or other 
to introduce them. Our Apothecaries of the different Deſigns, *oblige 
them with the ſuitable Inſtructions. You muſt preſcribe the common 
Juleps and Boles, and three or tour ſorts of Apozemes, from 3o or 40 
Medicines, we have confin'd the Practice to, You muſt make the 
greateſt Pother with them, and Bliſters, and Scarifying, and Setons, 
to amuſe the Afiſtants, The greateſt Part in the common ſafe Di- 
RKempers will recover. You muſt pronounce every Eſcape a mighty 
Cure, ſhift off from a dangerous Bufineſs, but proclaim in all your 
Companies, you could have ſay'd the Life : If you find them reco- 
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vering in 2 Or 3 days, ſhew your Care, and damn all the Medicines be 
fore preſcrib'd. How differenr was the Practice, when I came firſt to 
the Ciry ? The Phyficians from the Univerſities, examin'd and applau- 
ded by the College (as the Clergy by the Biſhop) ſupported by the old 
Praciſers, viſited all the numerous Caſes of the meaner ro in their 
Neighbourhood, as the Gentlemen of the Gown open the Cauſes, and 
adviſe in the Purchaces of leſs value. The proportion'd Fees, and the 
Cheapnels of the Medicines, introduc'd them to all the Families. The 
Succeſs was afſur'd by the frequentConverſe with the Patrons of theArt, 
by their Inſtru&ions or Conſultations in the moſt Important. We 
were not then their dangerous Rivals or declar'd Enemies. Our Sh 
were open to them, to confirm and improve their Skill in the Drugs, to 
examine their Qualities and Virtues, and Preparations, or to obſerve the 
Tryal of the New, or lately improv'd. The frequent endow'd Le» 
Aures often conven'd the Collegiates. The Converſation diicover'd the 
never-failing Methods to ſubdue the Epidemical malignant Fevers, the 
ſpecifick Medicines in the acute or moſt obſtinate Chronical Diſeaſes. 
Fhey may now debate their own Diſtmpers, it the Diſpenſary Poem has 
truly drawn by the Inſtructions of the Prefident,the Characters of 
the Mirmils, Querpoes, the Bards, Will it the: efore ſurprize you.that we 
frequently foretel in the Chamber, that the Dr. we preſent to them, 
will order only this and the other Remedy, and Blifters and Cupping, 
that the Gentlemen of Quality avow they can ſee no Difference, thar 
their Apothecaries do as well as the moſt Arrogant? Shall the Gene- 
ral enter the Field to turn the flying Troops ; or the Judge, when the 
Pleadings are ended ? Can they ever underſtand a Diſeaſe, when they 
are brought in by us, when all the natural Powers are ruffled and bro- 
ken; when the fatal Symptoms are firſt diſcover'd by the Artendants ? 

N, B. How eaſily are Fevers, as Fires, extinguiſh'h by timely Care ? 
How eafily are almoſt all Diſtempers prevented from the moſt dange- 
rous Symptomes ? Has the Royal Family, the Nobility, &c, the Phyſt- 
cians early Conduct ? How ſhall they ever know the Manners of the 
Invaſions of Diſeaſes, their Advances, the Ravages they make of the 
Natural Strength, when they have loſt the ten Thouſand Caſes of the 
Patients near = who muſt ſtand in the Front, receive the Shocks 
of Diſeaſes, and protect the Life of the Royal Family, and the Nobi- 
lity? When ſhall their Phyficians begin to underſtand them, when all the 
Novicesin all the Arts,are allow'd cheirProportionsof Defeats and Blun- 
ders, eſpecially in the Practice which wants the experienc'd Patrons [n- 
ſtructions and Cautions *? 

S. B. When the natural Tendencies to collect and ſeparate the mor- 
tify'd Humors (by which only Life can be preſerv'd in all Diſeaſes) 
by the different Evacuartions are affiſted, directed, or cantroul'd, if t 
vehement, the Diſeaſes ſhall be rendred more benign, the Fetrtnents o 
the Humours to greater Malignities prevented, and a largc Part evacu<- 
ated the firſt Days, the Feeble remaining ſubdu'd by the internal Mo- 
tion of the Blood, When they are ſuddenly brought to the unhappy 
Turn of the Diſeaſe, what can we expect from their Obſervations and 
Advice only in the Morning, when after the Storm during the Night, 
all the Symptoms are allay'd ? While the Medicines preſcrib'd are pres 
paring, they often begin to rage more violently, ſeize on the Brain, 
the Breaſt, the Bowels. The Medicines may be in the Evening deſtruy 
dive. The ſalutary Excluſion of the Humoury may be fatally Kopt, of 
the Evacuation fatally promoted by them, 6k 
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N. B. I remember you afferted, That the Phyſicians are confin'd to * 
| $o or 4o vulgar Remedies always ready in the Shop, to be mix'd and © 

divided -into the Doſes. I tuppoſe, becauſe you are engag'd in the ad- * 
viſing and attending your own Patients, and cannot attend to any new, 


or nice, or difficult Preparation, how can they apply them to the many 
different Indications of Cure ? 

S. B. It's now thought unbecoming the Pyficians to examine all the 
Chymical and Galenical Preparations, and ſelect the beſt ot both. We 
have many Years paſt, deter'd them from that moſt neceflary Part of 
their Art, We have theretore, often in the Court of Requeſts, and in the 
private Families, publiſh'd their lamentable Ignorance, that 1t they ha- 


Zard the Preſcription of any bur the common Receipts, the Colours, the 


Scents, the Taſts, the Conſiſtences expoſe them to the Laughter 
or Pity of our Prentices, that they muſt be redreſt by us, before they 
are tient to the Patients. And we may ſend in what Remedies we 
pleaie, witnour the Dread of theirDiſcovery of the Fallacy. You will be 
inform'd, that 5 Eminent Apothecaries Preparations, now of the moſk 
generzl Uſe, were condemn'd in our Hall, vilely ſophoſticated, wanting 
every deareit Ingredient; that 3 or 4 Apothecaries ſupply'd the Army 
in lrlavd with the moſt infamous Drugs, confeſt by the Druggiſt ; that 
our Gentry often debate. whoſe Apothecary has the beſt Things; bur 
our Phyſicians never diſtinguiſh, if the 2olr, or Julep, or Powder, or Pull 
which are mixt by theirOrder, of 8,for 10 Preparations, are compounded 
of the beſt or the worſt Ingredients,, cannot be afſur'd, if the Bark, the 
Laudanum, the Spirits or Tinttwres are good ; whether the Ignorance of 
the Diſeaſe, or the horrible Remedy prevented the Cure. The College 
lately voted the Neceitlity of compoſing a new Diſ-enſatory, rejecting the 
worſt Preparations, and ſubſtituting the moſt rational and efficacious, 
which the improv'd experimental Philoſophy in all the other Parts of 
Europe has diſcover'd, but the modern Learning 1s of no Uſe to them 
and the People : Diſeaſe and Medicines can only be known by the moſt 
diligent Obſervations and Experiences, 

N. B. Are not the Gentry Sha to detect the Impoſture ? 

S. B. They have many Years ſuſpected it ; In almoſt all Diſeaſes, fly 
for Help to the experienc'd Preparations of their Families communica» 
ted to them, before our Phyſick and Surgery were corrupted and de- 
bas'd. Burt when we and the Artiſts combine to diſguiie the Fraud, 
how eaſily will the Amuſement prevent the Conviction ? If the Fevers 
are attempted to be cur'd by Ac:4s, the Chrymical Corrofives are us'd, 
whoſe Force the Metals cannot reſiſt ; they « perate with roo much Vi- 
olence, precipitate and colliquate the Bloou, If by Aikaltes, what Suc- 
ceſs will you hope, unleſs the Conſtitution can expel the eafie Diſorder, 
when 1000 Doſes may be taken without any ſort of Operation ; and the 
Bezoar is demonſtrated by the beſt Phyſicians of the Age, and many 
late Experiments to be indiflolvable, which the moſt corrofive Chymi» 
cal Spirits cannot penetrate. Not many Years paſt, 5 Medicines only 

retended to conquer all Diſcaſes whatever, with our Cordials, defign'd 
only to fill the vacancies, 
 N. B. What are the Remedies we want ? 

S. B. You know the Bark is a powerful Specifick in all intermitting 
Fevers, which mixt with the Blood ſubdues its efferveſcence, but it 
muſt be fatal, when the Humours are malignant and detain'd by it. 
'T he College therefore in the Poem complains, That the Art is dwindled 
into the meer Craft of deceiving the Sick with few vulgar Compoſitions; 
bur it wants the generous Specificks or Alteratives, that the great En- 
quiries or the Recovery of them, have been lately expell'd the Practice, 
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Nr, Po—_—— hs in his Comments, explain'd the Deſign of the Col- 
lege in that Publication, as my Lord Cook, the Tenures of Littleton. 
Common Sence, as well as the Philoſophy of Phylick will inform us, 
the morbid Humours are nor always prepared to be evacuated by Sweat, 
by Urine, by the Bowels,thar the vicious Qualities of the Blood muſt be 
reduc'd and diſpos'd for the Evacuation, by the Medicines of the con- 
trary Qualities. The alteration of the Blood inflam'd, extremely Vi- 
cious, fermenting with Violence, and preventing the collection and ex- 

ulfion of the morbid Matter, or acid or watery, or roapy, or the Cra- 
A broken, and the neceflary Ferment too languid, ought to be the fir{t 
Intention and Deſign of the Phyſician, Then he muſt warily oblerve 
the Progreſs of the Natural Efforts, and diſtinguiſh which of the dit- 
ferent Evacuations are choſen inthe various Conſtitutions, then aſſiſt 
and promote, ana direct the Excluftion, or moderate or repell the prect-

Moſt of the Conſerves and tr +75 pretend 
only to prevent the trouble of preparing the molt generous Remedies, 
tne Extratts, Tnfufions and Decotions. but arethe molt oppreſiive in the 
Stomach, the moſt corroſive corrupters of the Blood, The largeſt 
Part of their Compoſitions is infamous fram the horrible tumulrs of 
the contrary Qualities of 50, 100 Ingredients in one,controuling and de- 
roying one another's Efhcacies.

Have the Peo- 
ple the Property, and the jnſt Right and Demand of our Care of the 
Plenty of Bread and the other Foods? The moſt ſovereign Medicines 
are_equally the eaſte Purchaſe of the Poor, or the Charity of the 
Wealthy. I appeal to your Experience of the Medicines prepar'd in the 
Houſes ; of the Quantities bought of the Apothecary, Chymiſt, Drug- 
gift,” or the Compoſitions imported by the Merchants,of our Hoſpitals, 
w here many thouſand Patients are yearly medicin'd at the Expence of a 
Nobleman's Family. But rhe Phyfician's Fee 1s more affrighting than | 
the Pain or Fear of Death. But our Kings, the Miniſters of State, the Of- 
Ficers of the Fleet and Army, the Fudges, the Clerzy. have their Fees from 
the proportion'd Taxations of all the Conditions; and the Nobility and 
Gentry, receive the little Payments of the Cotrages of their Mannors, The 
Fees of the Nob:lity and Gentry can have no Bounds, but all the Populace 
cheerfully preſented their Gratuities proportion'd to their Circumſtan- 
ees,but with the ineſtimable Preſents of the innumerable Diſeaſes, which 
daily increaſe the Treaſure of the Phyſicians Knowledge. The _ 
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lity, &c. The Merchants, &c, then gave their Phyſicians their propor- 
tion'd Salaries. The Phyiicians then near their Houſes, (warranted by 
their learned Education, and the Examination and Applauſe of the 
College) were tortur'd by their greateſt Intereſt ro ſubdue the Diſeaſe 
in its Invaſion, abate the Malignity of. the Fevers, and often overcome 
them in 3 or 4 Days, to prevent the neceflary Atrendance of the Mer- 
nings and Evenings of the tedious Courſe. Their Intereſt compell'd 
them to communicate the cautious Uſe of the moſt excellent Medicines 
in the frequeart ſafe incidental Diſeaſes of the Families. The vitious 
ſophiſticated Medicines were prevented or expell'd from the Chambers, 
Will you be ſurpriz'd, when [ affirm, that the Phyficians adviting all 
the Sick, and the numerous Diſtempers near them, ſhall in few Years 
acquire a Science ten thouſand times more eſtimable than the Moderns 
can preſume ? They obſerv'd all the Acute and Chronical Diſeaſes, as 
the Gardner his Plants rifing-out of the Earth ; and, as a Pilot art the 
Helm, had no Oppoſition from any ſeparate or contrary Intereſt, and 
were in all the Difhiculties afltiſted by the Council of the moſt generous 
Patrons, who bequeathed the Arcana of the Diſeaſes and Remedies rheir 
Predecefſors had left them. Will it be objected, we purſue our Lux- 
uries and our Avarice beyond all the Univerle,but then in the interyals, 
we are the braveſt, and wiſeſt, and moſt publick* Spirited, outdo all 
in Improvements of Wir, and Pleaſures, and Manufactures : Our Phy- 
ficians and Surgeons, (tho' in the great Aﬀemblies we deſpiſ: and abhor 
them) are imagin'd from their imprudent Prattle in the Publick Houſes 
the greateſt Artiſts of Europe, We have often (my dear [inited Britatns) 
fought for Plunder on the Borders ; here I defie you, as the Princes of 
old conteſted the Di!coveries the moſt uſeful and Royal. Our Phyfici- 
ans demonſtrate, that the Philoſophy of Nature has but ſately advanc'd 
Northward, has been inſulted in its Progreſs by the fierce Diſputes of 
imaginary and impertinent Notions, by the Hypotheſes of Principles 
and Corpuſcles above the Reach of their Senfes and Underſtanding. 
Phyfick, which claims the Honours and Prerogatives from employing 
the Philoſophy of all Nature to the Divine End of preſerving Health 
and Life, was the Purſuit of all the Princes, Nobility, Philoſophers, 
after the firſt Afrighrt of Diſeaſes, They collected all the Obſeryations 
of the Powers.of all the Natural Cauſes and Energies, invading or pro- 
tecting Mankind, Hippocrates and Galen, &c, collected all the funda- 
mental, infallible, univerſally receiv'd Laws of Phyfick, diverſify'd, as 
the Governments, by the various Climates, and Manners, and Diet, 
The Eſtabliſhment of the Royal College, defign'd the Detection of the 
Diſeaſes from our Climate. Air, Manners, and Diet, the Adjuſtment 
to them of the Methods of Cure, and the Qualities of the Medicines ap- 
prov'd by the numerous Ages. The barbarous Irruption of Empiriciſm, 
as of the Gorbs and Vinlals, has broken almoſt all the Attemprs. Dr. 
Sydenham reviv'd the vaſt Enterprize, by the Care of all the Sick_in his 
Province, comparing the Impreſſions of all the Niſeaſes, the Efforts 
and Tendencies of Nature, (the firſt and moſt powerful, and moſt ſo- 
Iicitous Agent in all the Diſeales) where its Symptoms promife and 
operate the never-failing Recovery, where it craves to be afſiſted, dire- 
cted or moderated, or oppos'd. Hiſtory gives the ſareft Inſtructions 
to all the Governments in Peace and War. The Conduct of Diſeaſes, 
the Uſes of almoſt all the Parts of the Univerſe ro prevent or conquer 
them, are to bz addreſs'd to the peculiar Conſtitutions of the diſtant 
Nations from the great Magazines of their Succeſs. But we muſt imi- 
tate the Ancients in their Sincerity and induſtry. Our Phy ficians had 
the littie, but mighty and moſt neceflary Artifice almoſt o_ ro 
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themſelves ; had the proportion'd Fee in the Morning, but to prevent: 
the mortal Suſpicions, aflum'd the frequent Viſits moſt neceſſary in 
the moſt acure and impending Dangers.

I haye 
been afſlur'd by my Phyſicians of Honour and Virtue, that the firſt D& 
youre of all Diſeaſes, which can affect Mankind, are ſafe, rhe appearing 

erce and painful Symprems often enſure the Life.the Efforts of Nature 
directed, not repell'd and deſtroy'd, but the advanc'd Degrees of all 
the Diſtempers are as fatal as the Pcftilence. Our Phyſicians then 
could hear or ſce the firſt Signals of Danger. They did not in the firſt 
Moments decree the Methods of Bleeding, Vomiting, Purging, the 
8 or 10 ſweating Doſes for the ſucceeding 24 Hours. Bart they warily 
obſerv'd the Pulſe, the Hear, the natural Evacuations by the Poreg, 
Urine, or the Bowels; the next View demonſtrated the Blood now de. 

_purating it ſelf, the Salutary Evacuation begun, or the continued-Eva- 
cuation rejecting the morbid Humors, abarting the Fury of the Diſeaſe, 
and promiſing the Vidtory. The other Artifice produces its wonderful 
Effects. The different Conditions gave the half Fee in the Chronical 
Diſeaſes at the Phyſicians Houſe, They did not adviſe the poor Gentle- 
wen at the Tipling-Houſes, without che Informations of the Urine, an 
Hour before a Part of the Blood, and the ſureſt Meflenger from it, ex- 
amin'd with the other Evidences. 

Shall we then, my dear S9urh B/1tatns, conclude with the Gentlemen of 
Quality and the Remonſtrance of the College in the Porm, that the 
Modern Phyfick is a Dangerous Craft, and pur it down, as the Roy- 
«l-Oak-Lottery, or reſtore 1t to its Integrity and Sufficiency. The Diſ- 
eaſe is known, and the Remedy moſt obvious, the excefiive diſpropor- 
tion'd increaſe of the Apothecaries, and the Oppreflive Invaſion of 
their Property by the infinite Empirics. 'In all the wiſe Government 
in Ewrope they are prevented from their multiplication pernicious ro 
themſelves and the Profeſſion and People. The 1 14 10 the Charrer( Ants 1s.) 
increaſt by the 2 or 3 Prentices in every ſhop, had fill'd ail the 
Kreers of the .City and the Villages abour it.In their Diſtreſs from the 

| Incroachments of the Quacks and themſelves, the Courr-Phyficians, 
and a ſmall part then @f theCollegiates propos'd to go ſnacks with them, 
taking the half of the 20 or 3o, or 4c!l. from all the Fevers and theSmall- 
Pox, &c. the moſt eafic and fecure, as the moſt perplex'd and hazar- 
dous, and 1oo or 200 1.1in the Jong Diſorders. How can it be ? But what 
cannot the combination of 2 Artiſts atchieve ? The vulgar Medicines 
are only to beus'd; the Cordials, Sweaters, Sleepers, &c. Inſtead of 
their Mixtures and Diviſions in the Family trom the then known and 
cheap Quantities, all muſt be parted by the Apothecary into little 
Doſes. They are diſguis'd trom their Knowledge by contriv'd Pompous 
Names, in the Latin Preſcription. Every Doſe muſt be pretended 
to bea rare and pretious thing, all the Boles and Powders avow'd to 
be compounded with Bezoar, tho' the ten thouſandth Parr is not im- 
ported. and all the Juleps in all Diſorders muſt be enrich'd with 
Perle, inferior to many of the moſt plentiful Alkalies, That the Pre- 
ſcript may ſwell to the admired Bulk and Grandeur, the common Me- 
dicines, which are each perfect and compleat for the reſpective 
Intentions, muſt be jumbled together 20 or 4o in each Doſe. whoſe In- 
gredients may make 3oo or 400 Drugs in each Medicine. You ſee My dear 
South Britains, That the firſt Great Law of Nature 1s violated, that, 
as 
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the Zark, its Soveraign Medicines in all the other AMlictions 
1] not be affronted and diſturbed-by the abſurd additions, which 
rtaiply make the benign Diſtempers moſt fatal, and the dangerous 
oſt deadly. The Phyficians and Surgeons then confeſt, that 
hey Kill'd rhe Patients and their Arts and Societies, but they would 
af their Time, they had the greater Fee for the Morning Vaiht only,they 
d the enjoyment of good Company. The Aporthecaries had the 
e of the Symptoms of the Evening and Night, the Medicines muſt 
de taken at the appointed Hours, or new airected by them, or from 
keir Report of the greater or new Diſtreſs ro the Phyfician. The Con- 
pirators generouſly beſtow'd the meaner Patients on the Apothecaries, 
nd aflum'd the Grandeur of treating only the Diſeaſes of Quality and 
ealth, But when the terrible Payments of the Bill made the Fees 
nſupportable, the Houſes were compell'd to uſe the Apothecaries in all 
ates,cill theLife is deſpair'd of, who then appoint the moſt choicePhye 
fician. Is it not inevitable, that the Men of the Character of the Mzr- 
ws, Querpo's, and the Burds, ſhall atteſt that there is no Omilſlion or 
ommiſiion in the Mcthod of Cure the Patient has been under, that 
hey communicate their Knowledge and all their Medicines * They 
ſhall be diſcarded if they abate the number of the Doſes of the now 
o vulgar Medicines of the Shop, if they preſume to reſtore the Ap= 
propriate Specificks, which muſt. govern the Cure of D:iſ:aſes. Tr is noe 
umpoſſible (my BRIT AL NS) to find our the Redreſs of your Cala- 
mities ; Your Anceſtors have reſerv'd many of the infallible Medicines 
long fince abdicated, and thy have bequeathed to you tneir care of the 
Publick, and their Wiſdom to preſerve it. Their firſt care was to ſup- 
port the Fidelity, and Induſtry, to improve the Sctence of the young 
Phyſicians, warranted to the People, as the Judges of rhe Circuits, as 
the Coins and Meaſures. The Charters preclude th: Hoſpitals from 
uſurping the Diſeaſes from the Phyticians and Surgeons care. They 
are commanded to receive only the maim'd and wounded Seamen and 
Soldiers, or the Caſualties of the City : They forctaw the Dangers of 
the Diſeas'd from the rude conveyance to them :from the ſtench of the 
Rooms, by the exceſſive Numbers, and the Scents of Dreflings:from the 
Slcep broken, by the Groans of the Pain'd and Departing, and the cla- 
morous Artendance: from the groſs Diet as in the Houties of Labour : 
from the uſe of the vulgar Remedies only, and the ſuſpected cruel Re- 
fulal of the juſt Proportions: from the rare and confus'd Advices of the 
Phyſicians and Surgeons, The Cleigy, who 1n the Spittal Sermons, 're- 
port the Reſtrictions of their Charity to the wounded and maim'd, 
will revive in the Citizens the Ancient Uſage, when the Poor were ſaved 
by the hourly care of their Phyficians and Surgeons, obſerving the 
tendency of each Diſeaſe, and the Powers of the Remedies, with the 
affectionate Attendance of the Houſes, the undiſturbed Repoſes in the 
Air not corrupted, the Diet adjuſted to all the Confticutions, and the 
ſtcady uſe of the Specifick Medicines. This Charity will introduce the 
Rewards given to the Phyſicians and Surgeons in all the Cities of Er 
70pe, with the Afſurance, that this Method on:y can raiſe Phyfſick and 
Surgery to the greateſt Perfection, and the Applauſes of the Calami- 
tous near them reliev'd by their Bounty. The Univerſities and the Clergy 
wil animate your Zeal to protect theProfeſiions cſtabliſh'd by Law. The 
College has in the Poem humby propos'd, That the weighty Affair may 
be examin'd and judg'd. by Yif:ors, who will command the ſurrender 
of the Phyficians axd Surgeons, and Apothecaries Charters. that Sta. 
rutes ſhall be adjuſted, which ſhall not be broken by their mutual rage 
and the abhorr'd Apoſtaſies of their Members. We may fix the neceſſary

In the mean time, the Phyſicians and Surgeon 


muſt moſt induſtriouſly diſcover the innumerable Circumſtances of 


the Diſeaſes, muſt examine the Qualities, and-Vertues, and Preparatiay' 
of all theMedicines. Then the Goverument will view withPleaſure, why. 
it ſhall reftore the Societies, (as when the Univerſe was form'd from n. ®
